Welcome  to  issue  *16  of  The  Empire  Re¬ 
view.

Two  main  varieties 
were  recognized,  the  “weak  1)  over  S”  and  the 
“sharp  D  over  S."  With  the  latter  variation 
the  mintmark  phenomenon  is  readily  visible 
with  a  low  power  glass.  The  new  1963  edition 
ol  the  Guide  Hook  lists  and  illustrates  with  an 
enlargement  the  sharp  D  over  S.

One  of  the  few  known  MCMVII 
extremely  high  relief  double  eagles  was  pur¬ 
chased  from  a  Yale  alumnus;  the  proceeds  were 
subsequently  turned  over  to  the  Yale  Alumni 
Fund.
